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McCarthy Can End 


Delays in Hearing 


Understanding fully how the GOP 
would like to bring the McCarthy-Army 
hearings to an early conclusion, it is ob- 
vious that this is not possible. They must, 
indeed, be carried through to the bitter 
end. 

The Wisconsin senator continues to try 
to take over conduct of the investigation 
from Chairman Mundt and with no little 
success. The hearings have bogged down 
over technical matters, as Sen. McCarthy 
and Roy Cohr. seek to divert attention 
from the real purpose of the investiga- 
tion by bringing up other matters. 

Tuesday these tactics prevailed as 
Cohn made accusations against Secretary 
Stevens about the Fort Monmouth mat- 
ter. This is merely another instance of 
McCarthy’s tactics of diverting attention 
from himself by making~ sensational 
charges against others.

Georgia Retail, Sales 
Show Upward Trend 


If retail sales are any indication of 
prosperity, the much-talked-of recession 
has had little effect in Georgia. In the 
first two months of this year, the over-all 
total for the state exceeded 1953's record- 
breaking pace. 

Walter Cates, executive vice president 
of the State Chamber of Commerce, re- 
ports an over-all increase in January of 
3144 per cent over the same month last 
year. Total sales in February exceeded 
the preyious year by 742 per cent. Sales 
volume in the whole state jumped from 
$253,826,505 in January, 1953, to $263,- 
096,262 in 1954. Comparable figures for 
February were $260,528,052 in 1953 and 
$279,705,237 in 1954. 

“This encouraging upward sales trend 
reflects the current sound economy -of 
Georgia and is influenced to a great ex- 
tent by our new industria] payrolls, 
greater tourist income and the influx of 
new residents,” Mr. Cates said. 

This seems to be borne out by the 
spectacular sales increase in Wayne Coun- 
ty, which jumped from $1,302,794 in Jan- 
uary, 1953, to $2,272,222 in January, 1954. 
The coniparable figures for February 
were $1,379,445 and $3,884,025.

‘Don’t Give Up, Advises 
Kindly Bernard Baruch 


Wise old Bernard Baruch made a 
speech in New York Wednesday. It was 
in the Baruch pattern, filled with under-~ 
standable philosophy and molded by his 
years of experience in living and in ob- 
serving and assisting his fellow man. It 
was not pessimistic, although these times 
are conducive to such an attitude. 

“That old ‘nothing-can-be-done’ phi- 
losophy never did appeal to me,” said Mr. 
Baruch. “I have never believed that man 
had to lie down dumbly before anything, 
whether flood, fire, famine, disease, 
drought, earthquake—or the effects of 
man’s own stupidities, including that most 
incredible folly of all, war.” 
~~ His address was a plea for action, for 


attacks on our problems before they en- 
gulf us. Tracing our history in econom- 
ics, in diplomacy and the developing 
atomic age, he declared that we have had 


a tendency to put things off until # is 
too late. 

He cited a parallel In the present sit- 
uation in Indochina. “One year we will 
spend billions arming to our eyeteeth. 
Then, abruptly, we will fling down our 
weapons, demobilize our forces and scut- 
tle and run as in 1945.” 


He thinks that all our excesses can 
be avoided. While not opposing change, 
he believes it must be guided and con- 
trolled so it “can be harmonized with the 
laws of human existence and thus be ren- 
dered less erratic and more fruitful.” 


Looking at the dangers of atomic 
energy, the elder statesman said we should 
never abandon our search for a plan of 
effective control of nuclear weapons, 
President Eisenhower’s proposed pool, he 
said, has value only if it succeeds in 
widening peaceful atomic use. It will not 
remove the specter of atomic destruction. 

“Outlawing” atomic weapons will not 
prevent their use in the hands of unscrup- 
ulous rulers. A fool-proof international 
system of inspection and control is the 
only guarantee against their use. 

All these factors should not make us 
flounder and vacillate. Rather, they call 
for action and continued and endless

and aspirations along lines of continued 
progress.

Uniform Traffic Code 


Praised as Lifesaver 


The 1954 session of the General Assembly of 
Georgia earned its pay with one bill and that 
bill is the Uniform Traffic Code.of Georgia. 

First, it gives Georgia State Patrolmen au- 
thority to stop’ an automobile and give it an in- 
spection. -(If, you haven't .put your car into 
shape then we suggest you see your garage- 
man today and make. necessary corrections 
before you have them outlined fot you on a 
Georgia Patrol ticket.) 

By stopping automobiles for routine checks 
the patrolmen have been removing the cause of 
many accidents from the highway: drunk driv- 
ers, the one-beer drivers, faulty brakes, faulty 
lighting and other mechanical faults that are 


the hidden cause of many death-dealing acci-.: 


dents. 

Then the Uniform Traffic Code has fixed 
the minimum fine for drunk drivers—$100 to 
$200 for the first offense and higher fines for 
repeaters, This will aid materially in removing 
the drunks from the highway.

“That was a long time ago, in 
1950, and since then the little girl 
has been alone.

Blamed on Timing 


GENEVA—Efforts are being made to repair 
the cleavage that developed 10 days ago between 
Great Britain and the United States, and it may

The use of eggs and milk prod-
